U 
’ASHINGTON, Feb. 9 —If all the manufacturing 
corporations in the United States used up all 
their cash and government bonds to meet pa'Tolle. 
the money would hardly last four months. Also, if 
the same manufacturing corporations turned all their 
savings in the form of property and securities into 
cash, the whole existing surplus would meet their 
payrolls for just about one year. 
These statements of fact are derived from th** 
latest available information from tho u. S. bureau of 
internal revenue as to the amount of surpluses now 
hold by manufacturing corporations, and from the 
bureau of labor statistics in the U. S. department of 
labor, which collects the data about payrolls in in­ 
dustry, 


Th* relevance of this information today is that not 
long ago President Roosevelt told his press confer­ 
ence that business should dip into its surpluses in­ 
stead of laying off men or reducing wages. Ever 
sine* he mad* that comment, labor leaders through­ 
out the country have been repeating it as they face 
their thousands of discontented members who had 
com* to believe that, when they accepted unioniza­ 
tion, they were getting security in their jobs. 
But the spreading of the notion that surpluses are 
big enough to take care of the growing unemploy­ 
ment and-to prevent wage cuts is just another one 
of those smokescreens which tend to k^ep the Amm- 
lead people from knowing that w p are in the midst o f 
an economic recession which can be cured only when 
statements made for political effect and other win­ 
dow-dressing events are eliminated f r o m th* serious 
problem of making the system of private capital 
function so that jobs can be created. 
The workers are being given alibis that are large­ 
ly political. They were misled in the first place by 
the assertion that administrations create jobs or 
bring prosperity. The President is right in urging 
that there be no wage cuts wherever possible to 
avoid them and that the recession can be aggravated 
when businesses which can afford to keep their men 
employed undertake unnecessary economies out of 
sheer apprehension about the future. 


B 
UT there are companies whose orders have fallen 
off and which cannot long continue to meet pay­ 
rolls out of surpluses without damaging their credit 
structure. Surpluses are not all cash and much of 
what is listed in the bookkeeping of American busi­ 
ness cannot be quickly converted into cash without 
causing a general liquidation, which, in itself, would 
cause the book values to shrink. 
Some idea of the way American business has ta k e n 
lf on the chin in the depression which began back in 
th* Hoover administration is to be gotten by noting 
that, in 1929, the official figures reveal the total 
surpluses of all manufacturing corporations In the 
United States to have been $21,000,000,000. By 1933, 
due to the ravages of the first years of the depres 
aion, these surpluses had been melted away by red 
ink In operations so that, for all manufacturing cor­ 
porations, the surplus was down to $15.300,OOO/njO. 
By 1935. the surpluses had gone down still further 
to $14,000,000,000. All this happened in six years, and 
to break down by 33Vs percent a big surplus shows 
bow deep the deflation went, because, the cut was 
not, of course, uniform, some companies using up all 
their surpluses and more besides out of borrowed 
money. 


Thus, for the six-year period from 1930 to 1936. th* 
official figures from the department of c inir rt. on t 
national Income show that $24,367,000,000 more than ' 
their income wa* paid out b>' all business concerns, 
and the treasury figures show that, for the same 
period, the actual book deficit was in excess of 
$35,000,000,000. 


Under these conditions, with surpluses already 
shrunken as a consequence of the first years of de­ 
pression under thc Hoover administration, it raise* 
a serious question how much digging into surplus 
corporations can do now to meet the ravages of de* 
pression under the Roosevelt administration. 


T H E total payroll in manufacturing industries is 
* 
just about 
$13,500,000,000 and since the sur­ 
pluses. according to the latest available figures of 
the treasury, amounted to about $14,000,0'»U,000. <t 
will be seen at a glance that, if every item were con­ 
verted into cash and if values did not shrink when 
all these securities were dumped on the market, 
there would be enough to meet a payroll for one 
year. Meanwhile, many individual companies would 
go Into bankruptcy becaub© their surpluses are nor 
us big as others. The rich corporations would remain 
on the scene to gobble up the orders and the busi­ 
ness volume of their weaker competitors. 
But even if corporations were inclined to take a 
chance on a month or two of maintained payrolls, 
using surplus to pay for it. they fear doing it because 
a surplus has twice the importance that it used to 
have. For. under the Roosevelt administration's law 
compelling surpluses to be paid out in the form of 
dividends, the companies which need cash for ex­ 
pansion and dou't want to put themselves in the 
hands of bankers naturally feel that the surplus they 
now possess is probably the last substantial amount 
they will be permitted to amass.

i c WASHINGTON—The army is preparing for a situ-

ation in which the United States may be fig h t­ 
ing its next war on American soil. It expects it—lf 
and when—to be a war in which battle* are won by 
maneuver instead of costly mass attacks straight 
into the enemy's teeth. 


An army and navy for purposes of defense only 
has lone been a tradition of the country, although 
during the last two wars not an enemy bullet loll 
ju United States territory. But since the World war 
the American army has been organized on a ba«u« 
of the experience of that war. And that it wag a very 
‘specialized” war. such as is not likely to be re­ 
peated if a foreign power should attempt to invade 
the#Unlted States 


In the VYorld war there was a solid line of trenches 
from Switzerland across France to the English chan­ 
nel. There was no shoulder room for flanking maneu­ 
vers in which one enemy tries to get part of his 
force around to one side of the opponent and thus 
to put him at a disadvantage. The only sort of at­ 
tack possible in the World war was straight ahead. 
Frontal attacks take a lot of men So a division. 
if It were ordei-ed to take a certain objective, had to 
have a lot of men. One. two of three waves of men 
might be mowed down by enemy fire before the 
way could be paved for a fourth wave to sweep on *o 
the objective. That is bloody warfare.

N Spite of the world wide pro­ 
paganda concerning the need of 
daily brushing tho teeth dental de­ 
cay continues to be a universal 
disease. 
Recently, a well-know n 
dentist

faulty 
m outh hygiene and neglected tooth 
brushing have much to do with 
this. 
It may be astonishing to learn 
that 
tooth 
brushing 
may do no 
good. 
In fact, it m ay do definite 
harm. It is certain th at the w-rong 
kind of brushing serves no useful 
purpose. 
Brushing the teeih from side to 
side and with harsh powders may 
irritate the teeth 
and gums. 
It 
fails to remove food debris. 
It is 
important that everyone be famil­ 
iar with the proper use of the tooth 
brunh. The teeth should be brush­ 
ed up and down, in a slow and 
deliberate manner. 


“ The Thing" To Do. 
Unfortunately, 
most 
persons 
brush the teeth apparently for no 
o ther reason than because it is “the 
thiug ’ to do. The fact is often per­ 
formed in a haphazard and care­ 
less manner. Do not fool yourself 
that 
through 
strenuous gestures 
when brushing, food particles will 
be removed. It takes care to make 
certain that all foreign substances 
are taken away. 
lf any inflammation of the gums 
exists, or if recessions of the gumB 
are present. 
It is apparent that 
neglect, will allow the accumulation 
of food debris. This, in turn, will 
lead to tooth destruction. We must 
adm it th at in spite of all forms of 
energetic tooth brushing, dental de­ 
cay is likely to occur sooner or 
later. 


Give Instruction. 
Precautions should be taken with 
the youngster who is just begin­ 
ning to brush his teeth. B trly in­ 
struction in tooth brushing, with 
proper attention to crevices and 
the removal of accumulated tartar, 
will 
help 
to insure 
strong and 
sturdy teeth. Even the temporary 
teeth should receive this attention. 
H ealthy temporary teeth will in­ 
sure healthy perm anent teeth. 
Of course, in 
addition 
to the 
daily hygiene of the teeth, periodic 
\isits to the dentist are advised 
Cavities and other dental defects 
should be attended to as soon as 
possible. Attention to the diet is 
essential.
